in their legislative districts, to be 
d j -ignated by the respective county 
or legislative district chairman then 
in office who shall preside and or- 
ganize by -electing a chairman and 
secretary to Baid county or legisla- 
tive district committee, who may or 
may not be a member of said com- 
mittee. The chairman or secretary 
may be removed at the will of a 
majority of Baid committee. In 
countiea containing citiea of the 
first claas these meetings and all 
other meetings of the precinct com- 
mitteemen in the legislative district 
embracing that part of the county 
outside the city shall be held at the 
county courthouse, or at some other 
convenient place designated by the 
chairman of the legialative commit- 
tee, of which due notice shall be 
given. 

The committeemen can not be ap- 
pointed, but must be elected. 

Full copies of the rules will be 
aent to every precinct chairman in 
the state.

Extremely effective are the covers 
for the table In the library or living 
room made of tapestry, edged with 
the metal galloon.

The cover Is cut 
to fit the ton exactly or may bo made 
In the form of a long runner hanging 
well over the ends or sides of the ta- 
ble; or, in some cases, It is made 
nquare. hanging down on all four 
aides. 

A banding of the galloon finishes the 
edge and sometimes a second band, 
paralleling this a few inches from the 
edge, is Used.

Explanation of New Game Law. 

The following is an extract from a 
letter received from the Executive 
Agent of the Game and Fish Com- 
(taission: 

"As to the license, will say that 
the licenses for 1913 have been de- 
livered to the County Clerks. The* 
way the new law is worded on this 
subject is very confusing to the pub 
lie and has caused us considerable 
amiunt of work in answering in- 
quiries. The new law is mandatory 
in that it directs that the licenses 
for each year must be in the hands 
of the county clerks by May 1st. 
We oirfCteu each county clerk to 
.■Jk*-P fufficient b ank licen-es from 
those returned between D*c 15 and 
25, to supp'y hunteis wanting li- 
cerv* fnm the 15th of Dtc. 1912 to 
Jan. 1. 1913. The law should be 
changed ■ > as to have the county 
e'erk keep a'i unused licenses and 
stubs of license* use<1, until fnm 
Jan 1 t f> Jan. 10tb of the following 
year, and that the licenses should be 
in the hands of the county clerks, 
for the following year, hefore Dec- 
ember the 15 h. 

"We had 1 000 licenses print* d for 
your county for 1913, with the name 
of the county clerk countersigned 
and the dIbc for his deputy e'erk to 
sign, but owing to the rush of busi- 
MM they were not gotten out be- 
fore Jan 1st, and they were destroy, 
ed after being printed by the fire 
which burned tue Kentucky State- 
Journal offices where the State 
printing is done. This will n*>cess- 
ari y cause some delay, but 200 li- 
censes, the »ame as issued to the 
other counties where business is not 
ao h«avy, were sent to your county 
clerk on Jan. 7th. and are in his 
hands before this date."
